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REMARKS 



In the Office Action of August 28, 2003, the Examiner rejected the pending 
claims under the doctrine of obviousness double patenting over US Patent 6,197,595. 
The Examiner also rejected claims 117-131 and 135 under the doctrine of obviousness 
double patenting over US Patent 5,922,591. Applicants respectfully disagree with these 
rejections. 

When making the obviousness double patenting rejection, the Examiner 
made several unsupported statements regarding obviousness. Applicants 
respectfully disagree with these statements since they are not supported by any 
actual evidence in the present application. However, Applicants enclose two (2) 
Terminal Disclaimers with respect to the above US Patents 5,922,591 and 
6,197,595, since the patent term will be the same, and the enclosed Terminal 
Disclaimers are only a simple way to expedite issuance of the corresponding 
patent. Enclosed is also a copy of the Power of Attorney, granted in the parent 
US Application 09/294,700, now US Patent 6,197,595.
